the reſt, and cheir noblenelle farre exceeding other infe- 
riors, as deſcended from the families of /nhiy, Sermy,Salny, 
Flavy,c;Wheras all ochers were but compoſed of meanc 
origmalls, or contrary nations, and nonatiue Romans, By 
her chree heads are meant three kingdomes, which mult 
behold che pride of Reme, when her wings and feathers 
ſhall faile, By the winds are vaderſtood her proſperity, 
and large extenſion of dominion, as limiring het territo- 
ries from Ganges to Gades, and from the Scythian ſea ro 
Cape bona ejperanza. By the contrary feathers you muſt vn-

and couctouſnetle, and whereas he proceederh with a race 
and ſucceſhon of gouernors differing in ſhape and forme 
from their predeceſſors, butgouerning with blaſpheming 
the moſt High,ſicting in the TLemple,tyrannizing over che 
third part of the world, andcontinuingingreater rages and 
cruelty againſtche inhabiranrs of the Prouinces, than the 
reſt ; what isit any otherthan after the Emperors that & go- 
ernment, the Poper(hall challenge a ſupremacy and pre- 
rogatiue power ouer inferiour kings, and by wonderfull 
fubcilry, thacis; the ſhadow of piety, religion, and fanAi- 
monious life, preuaile in elation of heare, and power of ſo- 
ucraignty,s and therefore D ariel ſaith, and be ſhall bee wn 
like tothe firſt : yerſtill muſt Rowe be called Trinmphanta 
and Santa : ſothat when the Eagle ſaw her feathers pluc- 
ked, and chat Sena! ns populuſque Remanus could doe no 
ood, nor /mperium Romanum preuaile by forcible jncru- 
1on, ſhe fearing ſome incurable difeaſe tro grow vpon her, 
and that ſhee muſt needs faine in her weaknefle and di- 
ſtretle, ſer a new Loome on worke of policy, lies, and de-

ignorant ſoules, caprued credulous perfons,and enriched 
his purſe, to the augmentation of worldly glory ; That 
therefore God hath arraigned him, ard by ſcucrall indite- 
ments condemned,and that his puniſhment and ex«cutioN 
tollowed, whereby ch1s defiled ftrumper ſhall be divorced 
trom her (pouſe, caſt in a bed of aftli&tion,demoliſhed, and 
her ftructures pulled ro peeces, ſcr on fire, to the wonder 
of the world, and theterror of all ſeduced people, 
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
